Aw  Act  to  Incorporate  the  Ladies’  American  Home-Education  Society 

and  Temperance  Union. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in  General  Court  assembled, 

by  authority  of  the  same ,  as  follows  : 

Section  i.  Sarah  Hayward,  Susan  B.  Holway,  Frances  S.  Kettbllh,  Ruth  Sev¬ 
erance,  their  associates  and  successors,  are  hereby  made  a  corporation,  by  the  name  of  the 
*'  Ladies’  American  Home-Education  Society  and  Temperance  Union,”  to  be  established 
in  Boston,  in  the  County  of  Suffolk,  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  a  Home  and  a  school,  to  aid  in 
the  support  and  education  of  indigent  youth,  with  all  the  powers  and  privileges,  and  subject  to  all 
the  duties,  restrictions  and  liabilities  set  forth  in  the  forty-fourth  chapter  of  the  Revised  Statutes. 

Section  2.  Said  corporation  may  receive  and  take  by  purchase,  grant,  devise,  bequest,  or 
donation,  any  real  or  personal  property,  and  hold  the  same  for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  and  may 
manage  and  dispose  of  the  same  according  to  their  discretion,  provided  that  the  whole  amount  of 
real  and  personal  property  held  and  possessed  by  the  said  corporation  shall  not  exceed  in  value  at 
any  one  time  the  sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars.

AN  ACT 

TO  CHANGE  THE  NAME  OF  THE  “  LADIES*  AMERICAN  HOME-EDUCATION 

Society  and  Temperance  Union.” 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  in  General  Court  assembled, 

and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  as  follows : 

Section  i.  The  “  Ladies’  American  Home  Education  Society  and  Temperance  Union 
a  corporation  established  in  Boston,  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  two  hundred  and  eleven  of 
the  acts  of  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty,  shall  be  known  as  the  “  Nickerson  Home  for 
Children,”  on  and  after  the  first  day  of  April,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty. 

Section  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage. 

Approved  March  11,  1880. 


FORM  OF  A  BEQUEST. 


I,  A.  B.,  do  give  and  bequeath  to  the  “  Nickerson  Home  for  Children,” 
the  sum  of  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  said 

Institution,  to  be  applied  by  the  Board  of  Managers  thereof  to  the  general 
object  of  the  Home.  And  I  do  direct  that  a  receipt,  signed  by  the  President 
and  Treasurer  shall  be  a  sufficient  discharge. 


CONSTITUTION. 


Art.  i.  This  Home  shall  be  called  the  Nickerson  Home  for  Children; 

Art.  2.  Its  object  shall  be  to  provide  a  home  for  destitute  children,  espe¬ 
cially  half  orphans,  when  their  homes  are  suddenly  broken  up  by  death,  where 
they  can  enjoy  all  the  comforts  of  a  well  regulated  family,  and  be  instructed,  not 
only  physically,  but  intellectually  and  religiously.  For  the  privilege  of  such  a 
home,  a  small  board  will  be  required,  which,  although  not  enough  for  the  child’s 
support,  will  serve  to  give  to  parents  the  feeling  that  he  or  she  is  doing  what 
they  can  for  the  support  of  their  little  ones.  A  limited  number  of  children, 
which  will  be  increased  as  our  means  shall  permit,  will  be  admitted  to  the  Home 
free  of  charge.  Parents  or  friends  may  visit  the  children  at  the  Home,  or  may 
remove  them  from  it  whenever  their  circumstances  will  warrant  their  assuming 
their  children’s  support. 

Art.  3.  Any  person  paying  one  dollar  anuually  shall  be  a  member.  The 
payment  of  twenty-five  dollars  at  one  time,  shall  constitute  a  life  membership. 

Art.  4.  The  officers  of  this  Society  shall  be  a  President  and  Vice-Presi¬ 
dents,  Secretary,  Treasurer  and  Auditors,  and  sixteen  Managers,  one  of  whom 
shall  officiate  as  Librarian.  Five  shall  be  chosen  annually  as  Trustees,  of  whom 
the  President,  Secretary  and  Treasurer  shall  constitute  a  part.  At  any  regular 
meeting  convened,  any  number  of  the  Officers  and  Managers  present  may  be 
competent  to  proceed  with  the  business  in  thirty  minutes  after  the  appointed 
hour,  and  five  may  constitute  a  quorum. 

Art.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President,  in  concurrence  with  the 
Committee,  to  call  all  special  meetings,  and  to  preside  at  meetings  of  the  Board 
of  Managers,  each  of  which  is  to  be  opened  with  prayer.  In  the  absence  of  the 
President,  one  of  the  Vice-Presidents  shall  preside. 

Art.  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  keep  a  record  of  all  the 
proceedings  of  the  Society  and  Board  of  Managers ;  and  at  each  meeting  for 
business  she  shall  read  the  record  of  the  last  preceding  meeting.  She  shall,  on 
special  occasions,  notify  the  members  of  the  Board,  and  shall  assist  in  any  other 
duties  the  Board  of  Managers  may  assign. 

Art.  7.  The  Treasurer  shall  keep  an  account  of  the  money  received  and 
expended,  and  shall  present  the  bills  due  against  the  Home  at  each  meeting  of 
the  Board,  to  be  approved  by  them  and  signed  by  the  President.  She  shall  make 
a  written  report  annually  to  the  Managers.  Such  assistance  shall  be  allowed  to 
the  Treasurer  in  collecting  of  funds,  keeping  of  books,  etc.,  as  the  Board  of 
Managers  shall  deem  expedient. 

Art.  8.  There  shall  be  an  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers  held 
the  first  Thursday  in  January,  at  3  o’clock,  P.  M.,  when  the  officers  shall  be 
chosen  once  in  five  years  ;  but  the  office  of  each  lady  will  only  be  held  by  the 
faithful  fulfilment  of  their  official  duties.  An  Annual  Report  of  the  Secretary 
and  Treasurer  shall  be  presented,  the  report  from  the  Board  of  Managers  read, 
vacancies  upon  the  Board  filled,  and  such  other  business  transacted  as  may  come 
before  them.  Meetings  of  the  Managers  are  holden  at  3  o’clock,  P.  M.,  on  the 
first  1'hursday  of  every  month  ;  Quarterly  Meetings  of  the  Board  of  Managers 
the  first  Thursday  of  October,  January,  April  and  July,  at  10  o’clock,  A.  M.,  at 
the  Home. 

Art.  9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  some  one  or  two  of  the  Trustees  to  meet 
weekly  or  oftener  at  the  Home,  to  see  that  suitable  provision  is  made  for  the 
support  and  instruction  of  the  family,  and  to  take  charge  of  the  financial  affairs 
generally  pertaining  to  the  Plome ;  to  transact  business,  so  far  as  practicable, 
with  individuals  who  may  wish  to  place  children  under  the  patronage  of  the 
Home,  together  with  other  important  daily  visits  made  at  the  Home,  which 
require  to  be  recorded  and  promptly  reported  at  the  meetings  of  the  Board  of 
Managers  for  their  action. 

Art.  10.  Amendments  may  be  made  to  this  Constitution  by  a  majority  of 
the  members  present  at  the  Annual  Meeting.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  SECRETARY. 


When  as  managers  of  the  Nickerson  Home  for  Children,  we 
view,  in  perspective,  the  months  which  have  passed  since  our  last 
report  was  given  to  its  friends  and  patrons ;  or  count  the  time 
which  brings  us  to  the  year  1903  by  “heart  throbs,”  then  do  we 
find  that  it  has  been  a  year  teeming  with  “  abundant  life.”  Such  an 
experience  as  Jean  Paul  Richter  pictures  when  he  says  : 

“The  last,  best  fruit  which  comes  to  late  perfection,  even  in 
the  kindliest  saul,  is  tenderness  toward  the  hard,  forbearance  to¬ 
ward  the  unforbearit  g,  warmth  of  heart  toward  the  cold,  philan¬ 
thropy  toward  the  misanthropic.” 

The  members  of  the  Finance  Committee  have  solved  some  of 
the  problems  incidt  nt  to  their  office  in  a  unique  and  satisfactory 
manner  ;  so  that  the  necessary  bills  have  been  quickly  met. 

The  Matron,  Mrs.  Lola  Holway,  is  ever  thoughtful  for  the  well¬ 
being  and  comfort  of  the  children.  She  has  endeared  herself  not 
only  to  them,  but  to  the  visitors,  parents,  and  members  of  the 
Executive  Board  as  well. 

The  Visitors  appointed  to  inspect  the  Home  each  month, 
offered  suggestions  that  were  immediately  acted  upon  by  the 
Committee  on  Repairs.  This  necessitated  the  laying  of  new  floors 
in  one  or  two  of  the  rooms,  together  with  a  coat  of  fresh  paint  in 
one  of  the  sleeping  rooms,  and  other  much  needed  improvements. 

That  88  children  have  been  so  comfortably  housed  and  fed, 
when  the  hearts  of  brave  men  have  faltered;  when  the  doors  of 
schools  and  colleges  have  been  closed  to  applicants,  when  churches 
have  combined  to  reduce  expenses ;  when  the  nation  at  large 
through  its  chief  executive  has  almost  staggered  under  the  con¬ 
tinued  burden  of  a  coal  strike, —  is  a  cause  for  great  thankfulness 
on  our  part. 

That  we  have  been  able  to  get  coal  this  winter  at  a  merely 
nominal  price,  is  due  to  the  kindness  of  Mr.  Geo.  Thompson,  aud 
we  would  gratefully  acknowledge  this,  as  well  as  many  other 
expressions  of  interest  in  the  Home. 
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The  children,  with  one  or  two  exceptions  have  been  in  good 
health  the  past  year. 

About  November  one  little  girl  was  taken  ill  with  diphtheria, 
another  child  with  scarlet  fever.  Both  children  were  sent  immedi¬ 
ately  to  the  City  Hospital.  They  received  the  best  of  care  and 
soon  returned  to  us  in  their  usual  health. 

In  December  there  was  a  Parlor  Sale,  for  the  benefit  of  the 
Nickerson  Home  for  Children,  at  175  Temple  Street,  West  Newton, 
the  residence  of  our  Vice-President,  Mrs.  Theodore  Nickerson. 
The  day  appointed  for  the  sale  happened  to  be  one  of  the  coldest 
of  the  season,  but  there  was  good  cheer  within  the  family  mansion, 
and  the  sales  of  fancy  articles  went  on  briskly,  netting  more  than 
$400.00  to  the  Home.  Our  thanks  are  due  to  the  different  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Fair  Committee,  and  especially  to  Mrs.  Nickerson,  and 
her  daughter  who  served  us  so  acceptably  as  Chairman  and  Treasurer 
of  the  Fair  Committee,  and  who  also  kindly  opened  their  doors  to 
us  when  sickness  at  the  home  prevented  an  attendance  at  the  usual 
monthly  meeting  at  14  Tyler  Street,  Boston. 

“  The  Old  South  Guild  ”  has  again  kindly  remembered  us  with 
a  substantial  gift  in  money. 

Mr.  Alfred  Pierce  still  supplies  us  abundantly  with  germ  meal, 
and  his  wife  also  sends  much  valuable  clothing  to  the  Home. 

.  A  friend  sent  $5.00  at  Thanksgiving,  to  be  used  toward  a  din¬ 
ner,  and  another  friend  sent  later  $5.00  to  be  applied  to  the 
Christmas  dinner. 

Our  children  were  invited  by  the  Second  Unitarian  Church  of 
Copley  Square,  to  their  Christmas  tree,  by  Mr.  Howard  Fuller 
Butler,  Superintendent  of  their  Sunday  School.  Rev.  Mr.  Van 
Ness,  told  them  an  appropriate  story.  Each  child  received  a 
present,  besides  a  “  horn  of  plenty,”  filled  with  sweets.  Then 
cake  and  ice  cream  were  served,  and  the  children  returned  to  the 
Home,  having  passed  a  most  enjoyable  evening. 

Again  through  the  thoughtfulness  of  the  Superintendent  of  the 
Bromfield  Street  Sunday  School,  the  children  went  to  their  Christ¬ 
mas  tree  celebration.  They  also  went  to  the  Christian  Church  to 
a  Christmas  tree  distribution  of  gifts. 

Santa  Claus,  and  his  co-laborers,  Mrs.  Theodore  Nickerson, 
with  her  daughter,  Miss  Marion  Nickerson,  worked  as  harmon¬ 
iously  as  ever  at  Christmas  time,  filling  the  stockings  of  the  chil¬ 
dren  with  valuable  presents. 
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The  outings  given  to  the  children  by  kind  friends,  have  done 
much  in  the  way  of  keeping  our  little  ones  in  touch  with  family  life, 
or  miniature  “home  rule.”  July  ist,  Miss  Fisk,  Superintendent  of 
the  Deaconess’  Home,  took  fifteen  of  our  children  to  Middleboro 
for  two  weeks. 

Tommy  Legget,  for  being  such  a  valuable  assistant  in  the 
care  of  the  younger  children,  was  rewarded  with  an  additional 
week’s  rest.  He  also  went  to  Webster  Lake,  for  two  weeks  with 
eight  school  teachers.  The  remainder  of  his  vacation  was  passed 
in  East  Douglass,  Mass. 

Three  boys  went  to  Ware  for  the  summer,  and  were  liked  so 
well,  that  they  have  not  yet  returned. 

September  2nd,  the  children  went  to  Nantasket  Point  and  were 
given  a  dinner  through  the  kindness  of  their  former  friends,  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Wade,  the  proprietors  of  the  hotel  at  which  they  dined. 
September  20th,  the  children  passed  the  day  with  Mr.  William 
Armstrong,  Superintendent  Bromfield  Street  Sunday  School. 
Another  day  they  went  to  the  beautiful  home  of  the  Rev.  William 
E.  Davies,  of  Reading,  and  were  well  entertained.  They  had 
another  pleasant  day  with  Mr.  Alfred  Pierce,  in  his  home  at  New- 
tonville. 

The  usual  annual  picnic  at  Franklin  Park,  under  the  auspices 
of  Mr.  D.  W.  Waldron,  City  Missionary,  was  an  enjoyable  occasion 
for  the  little  ones.  The  Superintendent  of  the  Elevated  R,  R.r 
through  the  kindness  of  Mr.  Waldron,  furnished  the  children  with 
fifty  tickets  for  their  outings. 

Mrs.  More  of  Milford,  entertained  two  little  boys,  Ernest  Swan 
and  Ralph  Church,  during  Christmas  week,  and  became  quite 
attached  to  her  little  guests. 

That  God’s  richest  blessing  may  rest  upon  all  of  the  kind 
donors  and  friends,  who  have  so  generously  contributed  to  the 
wants  of  the  little  ones  in  our  Home,  is  the  prayer  of  our  hearts.

In  this  letter  from  Johnnie  Mosher,  we  think  he  must  be  very 
much  pleased  with  his  country  home,  and  he  seems  to  wish  it  may 
become  a  permanent  one. 


Six  Miles  Falls,  Me. 

Dear  Mrs.  Holway : 

I  have  a  nice  little  bed  right  beside  of  mamma.  I  have  a  dog. 
His  name  is  Ring,  and  he  is  black  and  white.  I  water  Charlie, 
the  horse,  for  papa,  and  get  in  the  wood  for  my  mama. 

We  have  got  some  little  pigs,  and  a  big  one  with  a  long  nose. 
I  have  got  a  top  that  my  sister  Geneva  bought  me.  I  can  spell 
my  name  and  Bangor.  We  have  got  some  hens,  and  I  feed  them, 
and  let  them  out  in  the  morning  and  shut  them  up  at  night. 
Papa  killed  a  big  pig  and  carried  him  down  town.  It  weighed 
three  hundred  and  eighty  pounds.  I  go  after  the  sheep  nights  out 
in  the  field  and  drive  them  into  the  orchard. 

Papa  and  I  went  into  the  woods  and  got  some  boughs. 

I  had  three  bossies,  but  one  of  them  died,  and  the  other  two 
were  sold.  I  went  over  to  the  yard  with  papa  and  got  some  leaves 
and  picked  up  some  shingles  and  put  them  into  the  church. 
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I  get  up  in  the  morning  and  eat  breakfast  with  George.  I 
can  dress  myself. 

I  see  Ralph  Dudley  most  every  day  on  the  car  going  by  here. 

I  have  a  new  suit  of  clothes.  I  have  a  bank,  a  nigger  man, 
and  have  forty  cents  in  it.  I  have  a  pretty  A,  B,  C  book. 

Mama  made  me  some  pants.  I  go  with  papa  to  drive  the 
cows  from  the  pasture.  I  get  the  papers  nights  when  the  car 
throws  it  off. 

I  am  trying  to  be  a  good  boy  so  I  can  stay  here  and  not  go 
back  to  the  home.

Dear  Mrs.  Holway  : 

It  has  been  about  one  year  and  a  half  since  I  came  to 
Maine.  I  went  to  live  with  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Linnell  in  Exeter,  where 
I  staid  about  one  year.  I  liked  them,  and  they  bought  me  some 
clothes  and  a  sled,  and  sent  me  to  school,  but  they  thought  they 
better  not  keep  me,  so  I  came  back  to  Uncle  John,  and  he  took  me 
to  Charleston  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Sampson.  I  lived  with  them  three 
months,  and  helped  Mr.  Sampson  on  his  farm,  and  went  to  school, 
but  he  thought  I  was  not  large  enough  to  do  his  work,  as  he  was 
away  so  much.
